Siz:—Complying with the requirements of the law, I have 
the honor to submit my annual report’ as Superintendent of 
Public Instruction of the Territory of New Mexico, for the year 
ending December 31, 1893. 5 l i 

In submitting my report on the condition of the schools of 
New Mexico, I take great pleasure in pointing to the rapid ad- 
vance made in the past year in all educational matters. The 


increase in the number of schools, the rapid strides made in 


improved systems of instruction, the improvement in the char- 
acter of our school buildings, the interest. taken by our people 
in supplying their schools with the latest improvements and 
conveniences-in the way of furniture and apparatus, books, maps, 
charts, etc., together with the increase of schools for higher 
education, are objects upon which we may dwell with a pardon- 
able pride. I may point out, also, that in the past year the 
teaching force of our Territory has been reinforced by some of 
the best teaching talent in the United States. The teachers of 
New Mexico can now be compared favorably with those of other 
States. ltis no uncommon thing to see now teachers in our 
country schools who hold collegiate and normal certificates. 


While many of our teachers are well supplied with thé best . 


educational magazines and papers, this good work should go on 
until every teacher in the Territory is a subscriber to some 
educational journal Our teachers must do this if they expect 


to keep abreast of the timés in educational matters. 
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The press of the Territor J ء3‎ great credit for the 


`. encouragement it has always given to all educational matters, 


and especially to the school officials in publishing their reports 
and in giving publicity to educational intelligence. 
In nearly all the counfies in the Territory new school build- 


ings have been erected. These buildings have been supplied: 


with all the modern conveniences, and are structures of which any 
place may be proud. In Springer a beautiful and commodious 
building has just been completed, costing $10,000. It will 
fully accommodate the school population.of that place. Quite 
an improvement is noticed also in the style of architecture and 
furnishing of school buildings in our incorporated cities and 
"towns, arid a better system of grade work? is being 1 00 ated 
and worked. 
+ . TEACHERS’ INSTITUTES. 


The last Legislative Assembly made provision for holding 


` . teachers’ institutes at the following places: Roswell, in the 


|, county of Chaves; Los Lunas, in the county of Valencia; Chama, 
‘in the county of Rio Arriba; Mora, in the county of Mora; and 
' Fernandez, in the county of Taos. | 
For lack of sufficient funds, institutes were only held in three 
: places, at Los Lunas, Mora and Taos. The conductors selected 
. by the Board of Education were: for Mora, Prof. J. J. Craven; 
for Fernandez, Prof. E. F. O'Riordan ; and for Los Lunas, Miss 
Alice H. Casey, all of whom gave entire satisfaction. . The at- 
tendance at Los Lunas was. 30, at Mora 32, and at Taos 35. 
Great interest was manifested by the people in the institutes, 
and with more ample means next year much more will be ac- 


complished. 


COMPULSORY ATTENDANCE. : 


The law purports to make attendance at the common schools 
compulsory within the limits of certain. ages. The policy of 
requiring parents to furnish their children the education neces- 
sary to constitute good citizens is one that has been recognized 
and adopted by the most enlightened nations. 


GS SEES 


Superintendent of Public I nstruction. 1 
From the earliest period of history compulsory education 
has been regarded as necessary for the well being of the State. 
It has always been a perplexing problem to formulate an- effi- 


cient system of compulsory education not conflicting: with the 


rights of parents. Many of the States of the Union have com- 
pulsory education laws, but it has been so difficult to enforce 
such laws that they have been practically ignored. 

Years have passed since the compulsory education law went 
into effect in this Territory. It has utterly failed to accom- 
plish anything. As a general rule compulsory school laws, in 
the States as well as in our Territory, have not accomplished 


the result expected of them. More can be accomplished by 


furnishing cheerful and well equipped school houses, with good 
teachers, in order to appeal to the sense of the: beautiful and 
attractive in the hearts of parent and child, and by showing the 


. brightest side of publie instruction, than by any system of coer- 


cion. ` 
! 


FREE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The intention of the Legislature: in establishing the common 
school system in this Territory was for the education of the 
masses of the people. While it is true that we have had for 
many years school laws in our statute books, they were never 
enforced, for the money eollected for school purposes was often 
squandered or distributed amongst politicians, and rowing to 
the imperfections in the laws nothing could be done to remedy 
the evil, We may therefore say that popular education did 
not begin in earnest in New Mexico until the year 1891, when 
the present school law went into effect. Previous to that year 


there were not fifty public schools in the Territory under tne 


control of competent teachers in which the English language 
was taught. 

' To-day I am proud to report that there are 519 free public 
schools in the Territory of New Mexico in which the children 
of the inhabitants of the various counties are instructed in the 
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English language, and are taught English grammar, arithmetic, 


mathematics, and such other, branches of knowledge as are 
most useful and necessary to constitute a good education. 
When the present school law went into effect many were the 


doubts expressed on all sides as to the reception it would en- 


counter at the hands of the native people. Many were the pre- 


dictions of failure." Those doubts have been dispelled. The 


natives of the Territory are now the most enthusiastic sup- 
porters of the public schools, and it is a rare.thing to meet, at 
present, any children who do not understand. sufficient English 
to carry on ordinary business’ conversation. As-a matter of 


_fact there are now comparatively very few men in the Territory 
who do not understand some En glish. Owing to the old Spanish 
‘prejudice against sending boys and girls together to school, many 


women are now unable to understand any English, but there 
are very few males indeed, except very old ones, who have not 
sufficient knowledge of English to transact the ordinary busi- 
ness of life. f | 


PRIVATE SCHOOLS. 
All the private schools in the Territory are in a flourishing 


condition. A mistaken notion seems to.have prevailed on several 
occasions when the question of a compulsory law came up for 


` discussion: that it was to some extent detrimental to the rights 


of private schools. I do not believe that there has ever been 
any disposition or intention on the part of the advocates of the 
system of compulsory attendance to infringe in the least’ upon 
the rights and privileges of private schools. The primary and 
sole object of the agitation for an efficient compulsory school 
law is to secure to the rising generafion the blessings of educa- 
tion, and to insure for the State intelligent citizens. It is left. 
entirely to the parents or guardians to determine what educa- 
tional means should be adopted to bring about this desirable 
end, All that the law requires is that the children shall re- 
ceive instruction at public or private schools. There cannot be 
any real antagonism between these schools, for they are all

laboring in the same cause and all directing their energies to- 
wards the one great object. 


NORMAL SCHOOLS. 


The last Legislature passed a law providing for the establish- 
ment of two normal schools, one at Las Vegas and one at Sil- 

ver City. All that could be expected has been accomplished. 
Splendid sites have beeh secured, and in the near future the 
future Sunshine State will boast of two normal و‎ equal 
in every respect to those of the old States.

ARBOR DAY. 


I am pleased to report that the interest in Arbor Day is in- 
ereasing. For the last three years it has been appropriately 
observed in many: parts of the Territory. Programs and sug- 
gestions were sent out from this office and the response was 
generous and hearty. This is the holiday that should be very 
popular in New Mexico and its observancé should be general 
all over the Territory. 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 


All the county school superintendents throughout the Terri- 
tory are doing excellent work. All are competent and have 
given careful supervision to the schools of their respective coun- 
ties. Their work has resulted in great benefit to our rural dis- 
tricts, whose schools, more indeed than those of the towns and 
cities, are in need of supervision. . The schools of the cities and 
towns, owing to the wise and careful supervision exercised over 
them by their superintendents and principals, are doing well, 
and need no attention from a county superintendent. 


I take special pleasure in reporting that all the county school 
superintendents have done excellent work during the past year. 
I beg to call particular attention to the annual statement 


compiled from the reports of the various county school super- 


intendents. 
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^ CITY SUPERINTENDENTS. 


Fortunate indeed has been our Territory in securing as 
superintendents for the city schools a set of men and women 
who would by their education and general fitness do credit to 


any schools in the country. 


CITY SCHOOLS. 
SANTA FE. 
SANTA Fx, Nov. 1, 1893. 


Hon. Amado Chaves, Superintendent of Public Instruction: 

DEAR S1&:—I have the honor to submit herewith the report 
of the condition of the schools of the city of Santa Fe for the 
year ending October 1st, 1893. 

The school census shows the following enumeration of per- 
sons of school age within the city limits: 

First Ward: Males, 146; females, 109; total, 255. 

Second Ward: Males, 126; females, 112; total, 238. 

Third Ward: Males, 100; females, 102; total, 202. 

Fourth Ward: Males, 79; females, 82; total, 161. 

Total: Males, 451; females, 405; total, 856. 

There has been an average enrollment of about 470 papu 
and average attendance of about 455 pupils. ' 3 ۱ 

The four ward schools are situated in the four wards of the 
city in comfortable buildings and are supplied with modern aids 
and appliances; there is a janitor to each school building and 
the rooms are well heated and well ventilated. 

The high school is held in the Whitin building, rented by 
the city for that purpose, and it is a very proper and convenient 
building. : 

There are eleven teachers employed, namely: principal and 
assistant princpal of high school, three principal +07 of 
ward schools and six primary school teachers. |

The school work has been in a great measure already system- 
atized, and much effort has been made to insure a- thoroughness 
in the instruction of fundamental principles and towards an 
awakening of the mind of the child, that he may help himself 
easily when under proper instruction and guidance. 


The high school, established but three months ago, is doing - 


well and increasing in attendance and scholarships. 


The schools have been well conducted and are proving very 
satisfactory to parents, to children and to the board of سیت‎ 
tion. 


The attendance is constantly on the increase and bids fair to 
be over 500 before the end of the year 1893.

ALBUQUERQUE. 


“In 1885 there was not a public school house in the town of 
Albuquerque. | | 

“In 1885 there were two places, both under denominational 
control, where the children of the village might be sent to 
school, but there was not a public school house in the place, 
nor any law under which one might be built. 


“In 1893 theschool accommodations of the town are ample to 
meet the demands of a population much greater than the pres- 
ent. 

“A few years ago the only item of information in regard to 
the educational condition of New Mexico that one could gather 
from public journals or official records was the brief but signif- 
icant statement that “the Territory has no public school sys- 
tem and has a higher percentage of illiteracy than any other 
political division of the United States." Given the first prop- 
osition, of course the second followed as a natural consequence. 
But the first is no longer true, and the earnestness and enthu- 
siasm with which the good people of the Territory are devoting 
themselves to the cause of education show that the days of the 
second are numbered. 


“Although New Mexico lived for so many years under the. 
cloud of illiteracy, and was painfully slow in getting started on 
the road leading to the light, she is now making such long and 
rapid strides in the way of educational progress that she is as- 
tonishing many of her more slow-going neighbors, and will not 
much longer have to submit to the humiliation of standing at 
the foot of the class. 


“The first territorial law for the establishment of à modern 
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Superintendent of Public Instruction. 18 


publie school system in New Mexico was passed by the Legis- 
lature in 1854. 

“For some years prior to that date a small tax had been col- 
lected and disbursed ostensibly for educational purposes, but 
the plan was very crude and unsatisfactory, and as its operation 
never resulted in the establishment of any school it could not 
properly be called a “school system.” But the law of 1884, in 
most of its features, was fairly up to the demands of the age 
in everything except.in its provisions—or rather its want of 
provisions-—for raising the revenue necessary to carry it into 
effect. A subsequent Legislature, however, remedied this defect. 

“Albuquerque now has school facilities not to be surpassed 
by those of the most progressive. sections of the country. 
There is a large and commodious modern . public school 
house, built danse the last year, in each of the four wards, 
and the money is in hand for a central high school build- 
ing such as will be a credit to the Territory. The New Mexico 
Territorial University, which now occupies. the largest and fin- 
est school building in the southwest, is located at this point, 
and has an appropriation of $22,500 a year for its maintenance 
and an enrollment during the past year of 186. With these 
several institutions of learning we have prblic school facilities 
' amply sufficient for a population twice as great as that of Albu- 
querque at the present time, and all maintained in the line of 
the best and most progressive modern ideas and after the 
methods of the most thorough modern education. 

“In addition to the excellent system of public schools herein 
mentioned, the town is fully supplied with private and denomi- 
national educational institutions. The Catholics maintain two 
common schools and two academies, one‘of each for boys and 
one for girls. They were the pioneers in the educational line, 
and their parochial schools constituted for many years the only 
educational machinery in operation in the Territory. Next 
came the New West Education Commission, an organization 
under the auspices of the Congregational church, and this was 
the first of the Protestant denominations to undertake any sys- 
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tematic educational work in New Mexico. The New West main- 
tains several small schools in the vicinity of Albuquerque, and 


its high school or academy for the Territory is located, here. | 


This is a large three story edifice, occupies a commanding site, 
and is one of the most attractive and conspicuous school build- 
ings in the city. The Methodists have located their territorial 
college at this place, and the Presbyterians also own valuable 


property for educational purposes, purchased originally for an 


Indian school. 
“In the matter of Indian education, the United States govern- 


ment is carrying on a valuable work, and has here the largest 


school of the kind in the country, with an attendance of about 
300 Indian children, drawn from all the various tribes in the 
soutliwest. While it is very difficult to induce the Indians to 
permit their children to go to the government schools in the 


far east, a majority of them have no objection to sending to . 
this point. And this is perfectly natural, because the Indian, | 


though a savage, is by no means devoid of affection for his off- 


spring, and while he objects very seriously, as the white parent 


would, to allow his child to go away among strangers, and those 
his traditional enemies, to a point so far distant that it is im- 
possible for him to ever visit the school, he does not hesitate to 
let him come to school here, because a journey of a few days 
at any time will enable him to come in from the tribe to see 
the boy and satisfy himself that everything is all right. The 


school at this point is accomplishing a great deal of good in its ` 


line, and while it is difficult.for the eastern Indian schools to 
secure pupils, the greatest difficulty encountered by the school 
here is to.provide sufficient accommodations for all the pupils 


who are anxious to come. If the present policy of Indian edu- - 


cation is to be pursued by the government, the Indian school 
at Albuquerque should be greatly enlarged. | 

“The Goss Military Institute, originally established at Ros- 
well, in Chaves county, is the newest educational institute of 
Albuquerque and will probably prove one of the most attract- 
ive. Recognizing the advantages to be gained through a loca- 
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tion at the educational center of the country, Col. Goss some 
time ago made arrangements for the removal of his institute to 
Albuquerque. A site was purchased, plans were drawn, the 
work is now rapidly progressing upon the buildings, and these 
will probably, be ready for اوت‎ in time for the dg 
of the fall term this year."

Within the year four new brick school buildings, costing in 
the aggregate $45,000, were occupied. A site has been pur- 
chased near the central part of town upon which is to be erect- 
ed a high school building as soon as the financial condition 
will permit. The sum of $18,000 is now in the closed Albu- 
querque National Bank. 

The board furnishes pencils, pens, ink, paper, etc., for school 
use. The high school is supplied with the Enclycopedia Brit- 
tanica, the People’s Cyclopedia, Rand and McNally Atlas, and 
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SORTIS EN N ۳ su P n 
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Webster’s Dictionaries, besides a small library of general books. 

In addition to the regular work of the schools, quite a cred- 
itable school exhibit, consisting of written work, paper cutting, 
folding, drawing, work in forms, and botanical collections, was 
sént to the World’s Fair. 

Although the attendance was اف‎ disturbed by sick- 
ness there was steady progress in the year's work. A class of 
three young ladies and three young gentlemen graduated from 
the high school at the close of the year. The commencement 
address by Prof. Hiram Hadley was unusually appropriate and 
forcible. 

The people of Albuquerque are taking greater interest in the 
schools, and the educational outlook is encouraging. 


EAST LAS VEGAS. 


On September 4, 1893, Prof. J. A. Wood took charge of 
the public schools of East Las Vegas. The schools opened 
with six teachers besides the superintendent, and an enrollment 
of 293 pupils. The attendance ‘increased so rapidly the first 
few days that by the end of the first week two more teachers 
were added to the list, making nine in all at the present time, 
with an enrollment of 360 pupils. 

The average daily attendance for the month of September, 
1893, was 325.4, being an increase over the corresponding month 
of last year of 62.4 pupils. The attendance for October prom- 
ises to be much greater still. 

The public school building, a magnificent stone structure, is 
already too small to accommodate the rapidly growing school, 
and the board of education have rented the vacated seminary 
building, a three story brick, to meet the emergency until the 
city can vote bonds and build to meet the demands. 

In order to secure uniformity in teaching and school man- 
agement grade meetings are held each week, and for the study 
of methods and psychology a teachers’ reading circle has 
been organized which meets twice each month.

Prior to the passing of the public school law by the ole 
ture of '91 neither the city nor county of Socorro had a public : 
school, or school house, worthy of the name, the education of the 
rising generation being entirely dependent on the few denomi- 
national and private schools, most of which had a serious strug- 
gle for existence; but immediately after the passing of the pub- 
lic school act the people of the “Gem City" took active steps 


to avail themselves of the privilege granted them by their law- - 
makers, and voted the necessary bonds for the purpose of erect- 
ing three substantial school buildings of sufficient capacity to 
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fully supply the educational needs of their long neglected 

children. Suitable sites were purchased in different parts of

‘As it was so near the close of the second month of our school 


we thought we would wait and ous you a full report of both 
months. 


Our schools opend September 14 with a larger number than 
ever before. Many families had permanently moved away dur- 
ing the summer, and we had expected a decrease in our enroll- 
ment, but pupils from the neighboring towns came in and 
swelled the number to 302 against 266 for the same month of 


. last year. Our high school, which has heretofore been small, 


now numbers 40, and all the grades are full, no room having 
less than 45. 


We think that the people of Silver City are becoming aware 
that regularity in attendance is necessary to progress; the aver- 
age daily attendance is increasing and the number of days ab- 
sent and cases of tardiness decreasing. 


This year we expect to have our first graduating class. 


In closing we will add that never have the schools been in 
healthier condition than this year.

PRIVATE SCHOOLS. 
SAN MIGUEL COLLEGE, SANTA FE. 


In the southeastern part of the ancient city of Santa Fe looms 
up St. Michael's College, so well known to the youth of the Ter- 
ritory since the date of its foundation by the Christian Brothers. 
Six teachers of this society came to Santa Fe in the year 1859 
and took up their quarters in buildings adjoining the old 
church of San Miguel. In 1878 a new building was put up at 


an expense of $20,000, pne-fourth of which was collected among 
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the citizens of Santa Fe and other towns. This handsome build- 
ing was the first three story educational building erected in the 
Territory. In the year 1887 another addition to the college 
was built at an expense of $20,000. In 1874 the Territorial 
Legislature granted the college a liberal charter, which was re- 
newed in 1883, and the Legislature of 1891 constituted the 
president of the college a member.of the Territorial Board of 
Education. The college is unendowed, and it has not received 
any share of the public funds. It has been self-supporting 
since its foundation in 1859, and for many years it supported 
a free school where hundreds of children received elementary : 
instruction gratis, thus saving the county of Santa Fe thou- 
sands of dollars. Sixty-eight pupils have been, enrolled, con- 
sisting of day scholars and boarding pupils. Among the latter 
are students from Colorado, Texas, Arizona, Old Mexico and 
our own Territory. The course of study consists of the English 
language, mathematics, commercial branches, phonography, 
typewriting, chemistry, assaying ‘and music. __ 

The cabinet of minerals and the chemical laboratory will re- 
pay a visit to one of the oldest educational institutions in the 
Territory.

ACADEMY OF ۰ 


The Academy of Our Lady of Light was founded by the Sis- 


ters of Loretto in 1853. The first sisters started from the 
mother house in Kentucky June 26, 1852, and arrived in Santa 
Fe the following October, accompanying the late Archbishop 
(then Bishop) Lamy, who had gone to the States to procure 
teachers for his extensive diocese. They were four in number, 
with Mother Magdalen Hayden as superior. They were unable to 
open school until January 1, 1853, having to acquire the Span- 
ish language. As soon as this was accomplished they com- 
menced to teach in the house which Bishop Lamy had given 
them opposite the cathedral. Here they remained until 1855, 


when they moved to the present site, it being a much more de- 


sirable location. The lot on which stood “la casa Americana,” 
so called because it was the first house with a shingle roof in 
Santa Fe, was given to the sisters by Bishop Lamy, who al- 
ways had the welfare of the school at heart. Here good adobe 
houses were built and the school began a prosperous career. 
Its good name spread and soon the house was filled with board- 
ers, fifty being the greatest number. : The present academy was 
finished in 1881 and cost about $24,000. It is furnished with 
modern improvements, gas, water, steam, etc., and is: noted for 
its bright, sunny, well ventilated school rooms. ' The course 
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of study includes the elementary and higher branches of an 
English education. Phonography, typewriting, painting, music, 
plain and ornamental needlework, etc., are likewise taught. 
The number of boarders is not so great as in former years on 
account of the establishment of good public schools throughout 
the Territory., The academy was incorporated in 1874. 

The historical old adobe building formerly occupied by the Sis- 
ters of Loretto has been torn down and in its place a beautiful three 
story brick building has been erected at an expense of $10,000. 


This building is now occupied by the sisters as a convent. 


The Sisters of Loretto conduct the following schools. 
Boys. و‎ 
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At Bernalillo the Sisters of مہو‎ have a contract school 
for Indian girls at which 75 are being educated. 

The Sisters of Mercy have schools in successful operation at 
Mesilla, Silver City, Los Alamos and Sapello. 

The Sisters of Charity continue to conduct schools at Santa 
Fe, Albuquerque and San Miguel. At the Santa Fe Orphan 
Industrial School the sisters have seventy orphan girls, who are 
fed and clothed in addition to being instructed in the usual 
branches of an ordinary school education, and taught cooking, 
dress making and the customary routine of household duties.

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DE LA SALLE INSTITUTE, 
located at Las Vegas, under Brother David, as director, con- 
tinues to do excellent work and has a present attendance of 1506. 
LAS VEGAS ACADEMY, 


conducted by the New West- Educational Commission, located 
at Kast Las Vegas, with Prof. U. C. Campbell as principal, has 
an attendance of 85. 


LAS VEGAS FEMALE SEMINARY, 


located at Ls Vegas, Prof. F. W. Chatfield, has an attendance 
of 130. 


THE NEW WEST EDUCATION COMMISSION. 
The work which has for several years been performed by the 
New West Education Commission in New Mexico was com- 


menced in the year 1878 by the incorporation of the Santa Fe 
Academy. This was followed in the year 1879 by the incor- 


` poration of the Albuquerque Academy, and in the year 1880 


by the incorporation of the Las Vegas Academy. Mission 
schools of primary character have been conducted at Be- 
len, Los Lunas, Cubero, San Rafael, San Mateo, White Oaks, 
Deming, Barelas, Atrisco and several other places. 

The academies,. before the present school law .was passed, 
were attended by large numbers of pupils. They were taught 
by teachers who stood: high in their profession, as is evinced 
by the fact that several of them have received important posts 
under territorial authority. These schools, though closely 
allied with one of the Christian denominations, have been in no 
sense under ecclesiastical control. They were established and 
have been sustained by gifts from the East, bestowed almost 
wholly from Christian philanthropie and patriotie motives. 

The schools of the commission are not generally discon- 
tinued, but they are modified to meet changed conditions. 
Their supporters are warm friends of the public school system 
and will not enter into competition with it wherever it meets 
to a reasonable degree the wants of the pupils. Higher edu- 
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cation in New Mexico is yet in its infancy and will need all 
agencies it can command both within and without the Terri- 
tory. Academies and colleges are plants of slow growth and 
require much money, a large amount. of skill and severe toil. 


The aggregate of annual enrollment of New West schools in 


. New Mexico during the ten years from 1882 to 1892 exceeded 
6,000 names. | ۱ ۰ 


RAMONA INDIAN SCHOOL. 


Hon. Amado Chaves, Superintendent of Public Instruction: 
SIR:—Since my last report this school has added much to its 
success in the way of industrial work and in the increase of- 
pupils. | 
The use of adjacent adobe buildings has allowed the admis- 
sion of a maximum of seventy-five pupils, with an average attend. 
ance of sixty-five. The liberal policy of the Indian office has 


thus enabled the school to increase its facilities for instruction, 


and the school has grown in popular favor with the Indians, so 
that applications for the privileges of the school are far in ex- 
cess of the accommodations. 

` On the part of the boys, by the liberality of a gentleman from 
Boston, they will have five acres of fruit orchard and three of 
alfalfa besides the usual amount of gardening and other crops. 
A cow has been added to the stock and the poultry yards 
doubled. While the number of boys is much less than that of 
the girls, this part of the work amounts to a good part of the 
industrial training. 


In the industrial training of the girls, the ud: increases — 
with the growth of the school Cooking, mending, sewing, 
washing, ironing and general housework are all done in the 
simplest way, with those appliances whieh can be had in the 
homes of the pupils. The fundamental idea is to make so 


practical the school training that it can be carried imme- 


diately into the home of the Indian. When the home feels the 
influence of the school the whole pueblo feels it. 


Superintendent of Public Instruction. 81 
The school is under the control of no church or society, but 
gets a large part of its support from the government as a con- ` 
tract school, and voluntary aid from the friends of Indian edu- 
cation from all parts of the country.

land required by the enacted law, and began the erection of a 
suitable building as soon as the funds would permit. In May, 


۰1899, the building was completed and accepted by the board of 


regents. On June 15, 1892, the normal department of the 
University was opened with two teachers and forty pupils, but 
this number was increased to seventy-five pupils, and a third 
teacher was employed before -the close of the term. On Sep- ` 


‘tember 21, 1892, the preparatory department was opened, and 


the normal department continued, and three teachers added to - 
the faculty. The work of the first year in these departments 
has been successful in every way, and a part of the college 
courses will be opened this coming year. "The other depart- 
iments of the University will be opened as soon as funds are 
provided. mE 

The University is located in Albuquerque, the county seat of 
Bernalillo county, a progressive city of 10,000 inhabitants, 
which, pleasantly situated in the valley of the Rio Grande, has 
ail modern improvements, such as electric lights, street cars, 
ete. The city is easily reached from any point of the Terri- 
tory, being centrally situated, and at the junction of the Atlantic 
& Pacific with the Santa Fe Railroad. The climate is very even, 
and the air so bracing that students unable to pursue their 
studies in other climates may do so here, and improve in health - 
at the same time. 

On a commanding site, some distance east of the railroad 
on Railroad avenue, is the new University building, from which 
is obtained a good view of the mountains to the northeast, and 
of the Rio Grande valley to the west and south. The building ۰ 
is a- large and commodious one, of three stories, besides the 
basement. On the first floor are a large assembly room and two 
recitation rooms, besides the offices of the principal and assist- 
ant principal; on the second floor are four large recitation rooms 
and two offices for professors; and on the third floor is a large 
hall, eventually to be used as an assembly room. The basement. 
is occupied by the heating and ventilating apparatus, and has 
two large rooms which will be fitted up for chemical and phys- 
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ical laboratories. The building is well furnished throughout | 


with the best of school furniture, having office desks 1n the as- 
sembly room, and opera chairs with tablets in the recitation 
rooms, and will easily accommodate from 300 to 400 students. 


Both of these laboratories will be fitted up this coming 


year, and the students will be given the opportunity of doing 


practical work in both physics and chemistry. It is now ex-- 


pected that over $1,000 will be expended for apparatus this 
coming year, and the latest and best appliances | will 7 added 
from time to time as funds are provided, 

It is the earnest desire of the faculty to build up a fine. cab- 
inet of minerals and geological specimens of this section, and 


it is especially desired that the friends of science in all depart- ` ۱ 


ments will aid in gathering material to be used in the work of 


the University. Suitable cases and shelves will be provided 


and cared for in the natural history room. There are many 
objects of interest in the department of geology, mineralogy, 
zoology, botany, archeology and ethnology now accessible that 
are more or less liable to disappear in. the near future, which 
ought to be gathered into a permanent collection. Such a col- 
lection will become in time of incalculable value to the Uni- 
versity and an honor to the Territory. | 

The library contains about 1,000 volumes, and additions are 
being made to it constantly. Ithas nowthe Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica, the’ American Encyclopedia and the Century Dictionary, 


besides a large number of other valuable books of reference. 
For the coming year it will have the leading periodicals, such - 


as the Century, Harper, Scribner, Cosmopolitan, Forum, Na- 
tion, Christian Union, North American Review, Scientific 
American, Education, School Journal, Political Science Monthly 
and Review of Reviews. 


The Castelar Literary Society is supported by ٦ students 
of the University. 
All the students meet in the assembly room at 9 o’clock every 


morning. The exercises consist of singing, roll-call, announce- 
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ments, short addresses or reading of selections by the principal 
or some member of the faculty. 
. There is no charge for tuition in any department. 

Students who pursue laboratory courses of study will pay for 


. all material used and also for any apparatus that is damaged.

AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 


The New Mexico College of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts 
was opened in rented adobe buildings, in Las Cruces, in Febru- 
ary, 1890. Its forerunner, Las Cruces College, was at that 
time suspended, and the students who had been gathered to- 
gether through its influence, and. who had made some progress 
in their studies, formed the nucleus of the Agricultural College. 
During the remaining portion of that year 18 students were in 
the preparatory school. 15 were classed as college freshmen, 
and 2 as sophomores; a total of 35. But, as is probably the 
case in all new colleges, these were not very strong in their 
classes. During this year the teaching was all done- by the 


4 
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president and two others, Prof. Owen and Miss Koehler, In 


April of that year the college received, by special act of Con- 
gress, an appropriation of $10,000 for the benefit of the Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station. Being permitted to use $2,000 
of this for buildings, the board felt encouraged to begin the 
erection of a building for the joint use of the college and the 


experiment station. In addition to the teaching of his full por- 


tion of classes, the president surveyed and platted the farm, 
planned its arrangement, superintended the grading of roads, 
the grubbing of the mesquite from over forty acres, the burp- 
ing of the brick, and other work incident to the beginning of 
the building. l 

The college continued to occupy the rented 1 rooms until about 
March of the year 1891, when. it removed to the new building. 
In the meantime two additional teachers had been 04001 
As the public schools did not yet furnish good advantages for 
students of even primary schools, it was thought best to try to 
accommodate those, who might so desire, of quite low grade. 
Including these, for the year 1891-92 134 students were en- 
rolled. Of these 29 were classed as belonging to the college 
classes and 105 to the preparatory school, 44 of these belonging 
to grades that have now been dropped. During the year 1892- 
93° 134 students were enrolled, 37 of these belonging in the 
college classes, 9 special and transient students, and the re- 
mainder in the preparatory school. During this year the col- 
lege would have sent out its first graduate but for the sad fate 
of Samuel Steel, a most brilliant and excellent young man, who 
was wantonly murdered in March, whilst in the performance of 
his daily home duties. For the current year, 1893-94, the en- 
rollment is about the same as for the one preceding, so far as 
numbers are concerned; but the grade of the students is far 
in advance of preceding years. The lower grades of the pre- 
paratory school have been dropped, and two teachers now do 
the work of this school where three were formerly required. 
Six students.are in the senior college class, and at least four of 
them will, in all probability, be graduated at the close of the 
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year. Of these, two excellent young men have-been in attend- l 


ance at Las Cruces College and the present college during 
nearly the whole of the past six years. It is thought proper to ` 


state that one of these young men is a native Mexican. When . 


the two entered the Las Cruces College they belonged in a very 
low class in arithmetic. Both have done well The Mexican 


has never voluntarily been absent from an examination, and he 


has never failed on one when present. It is safe to say that 
had this college not have been these young men could have 
never had an education. Another of the senior class has sup- 
ported himself and mother entirely by his own work during 


-the whole of his course. Had it not been for the financial de- 


pression so prevalent everywhere, the attendance would have 
been much larger this year. . It is worthy of remark, also, that 
in all parts of the Territory good schools have been organized, 
thus furnishing home advantages that did not formerly exist. 
These schools. become cóllege preparatory schools, and the 
Agricultural College will ultimately get from them its share of 
the advanced studeuts. 


The college now offers four courses of study, & course in 
agriculture, a course in mechanical engineering, a course in 
civil engineering, and a course calied the ladies’ course. These 


courses embrace the following distinct and well equipped de- - 


partments: A department of agriculture, chemistry, botany, 
physics, and geology; entomology, zoology, and physiology; 
mathematics, embracing land surveying in all its branches; 
history and political science; and a thorough course ia shop 
praetice, embracing wood-work, blaeksmithing and foundry 


work. The last two are not quite organized yet. The college . 


also has a separate department of instrumental and vocal music, 
and a teacher of languages. 


It would be too tedious to enumerate specifically the work 
that is done in these several departments, but, to exemplify, it 
might be stated that in the department of agriculture, under 
Prof. Blount, the classes are not only taught the science of 
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horticulture, agriculfure, and landscape gardening, but they 
are regularly taken to the experimental farm and the horticul- 
tural laboratory and given practical training in such, work as 
recognizing different kinds of soil and their adaptation to dif- 


` . ferent purposes; in studying the germination of seeds and the - 


testing of their vitality; in studying the roots of different kinds 


_of plants and how they are formed; in a study of annuals, bien- ` 


nials, and perennials; in. the manner of the fertilization of 
flowers; in the grafting, and budding, and pruning of fruit 
trees, ete, 


In the department of mechanical engineering the sidonts 
are not only made good scholars along the line of their work 
‘and given a just amount of general culture, but they are trained 


in drawing, blue printing, the running and management of 


steam engines, the turning of wood into all useful and educa- 
tive forms, the making of all kinds of typical and useful joints, 
and, in short, they are made capable of doing all the funda- 
mental work of the practical mechanic. ۱ 


In all the departments the same character of practical — 


is done. The faculty of the college consists of the president, 


eight professors, a principal and an assistant of the preparatory 
school, an instructor in music, and two assistants in the station 
work. A portion of the faculty belong jointly to the college 
and the experiment station. 


The library consists of about 2,000 volumes selected with 
direct reference to the immediate wants of the institution. It 
is being constantly increased. Thus, it will-grow from the 
actual needs of the different departments. The reading-room 
is supplied with the leading magazine literature of the day, 
which is much prized by the students. By it they are intro- 
duced to a companionship to which most of them have hitherto 
been strangers. The influence on their future tastes and habits 
cannot help being very beneficial. |

The buildings, sheds for horses, outbuildings, etc., have cost 


. about $28,000. 
From the start the college has moved steadily ahead. Every 


year has shown a very perceptible growth in all the elements 


that go to constitute such an institution. It should have the 


unstinted-and cordial support of every true friend of New Mex- 
ico and her people. 

Prof. Hiram Hadley, the president of the Agricultural Col- 
lege, is a distinguished educator and a member of the Territo- 
rial Board of Education. He is unquestionably the right man 
in the right place. Noone could have collected a more able 
corps of assistants in the same length of time. The educational 
work which is being done at the college will compare favorably 
with that done in any part of the United States. It is high 
time for the people of New Mexico to cease sending their sons 
and daughters to schools in the States. They should send them 
to the Agricultural College at Las Cruces. The people of New 


‘Mexico should be very proud of this college and should feel 


very grateful to President Hadley for the efficient management 
which has resulted in giving our Territory an institution which 
will bring us credit. No one qualified to judge can visit the 
Agricultural College of New Mexico without being astonished 
at the success which President Hadley has achieved. Tt is 
doubtful if a greater success, for the same length of time, can 
be found in the United States.

The chair of chemistry and metallurgy is the only one that 
has been filled, owing to the lengtli of time necessary to import 
and place in position the expensive equipment required for the 
school. -As soon as this is done chairs of mathematics, engi- 
neering, geology, mining and languages will be established 
and filled by competent men. 


The New Mexico School of Mines is now in operation and 


the beginning is much more prospérous than any one had ex- 


pected. Twelve students have been enrolled, two of whom are 
post-graduates. 

The New Mexico School of Mines is a territorial institution, 
founded by the Territorial Legislature in 1889. The act creat- 
ing it also established and provided for the maintenance of the 
University of New Mexico, the Agricultural College and Agri- 


cultural Experiment Station and the Insane Asylum. This act 


provides that the School of Mines shall be supported by, an an- 
nual tax of one-fifth of a mill on all taxable property within the 
Territory, and it will be organized sorely as a high grade school 
of technology, in whieh will be taught all those branches of 
learning that underlie the professions of chemistry, metallurgy, 
geology, mining and engineering. 

The Legislature fortunately located the School of Mines at 
Socorro, the county seat of Socorro county. 
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Its campus consists of twenty acres of level meadow land, 
within the irrigable district, about one mile west of the 
Rio Grande and one-half mile northwest of the railroad station, 
and within six or eight blocks of the heart of the city. The 
laboratory building is situated nearly in the center of these 


* 


grounds. 
Socorro is a city of about 4,000 inhabitants, is on the west- 


ern slope of the Rio Grande and on the main line of the Atch- 
ison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad, about 75 miles south. of 
Albuquerque and 179 miles north of El Paso, Texas. It is at 
an elevation of about 4,600 feet above sea level, and, having a 


salubrious climate, is pre-eminently a pleasant and healthy loca- . 
tion. Socorro is an attractive city for health-seekers from the 


East who need a mild and drv climate, and every year many 
persons seek its hospitalities. In the city are three hotels, 
several good boarding houses, three large public school build- 
ings, and a court house that cost $45,000. The church denom- 
inations having flourishing congregations here are the Baptist, 
Presbyterian, Episcopal, Methodist North, Methodist South and 
Catholic. | ۱ 

Socorro has one of the best public water-works in the Terri- 
tory, furnishing a very soft, pure water. The supply comes 
from hot springs that issue from the base of the Socorro moun- 
tains, about four miles west of the city. Four weekly papers 
are published here—two in English and two in Spanish. There 
are also two national banks, a brewery, artificial ice works, roll- 
er-process flouring mill, and a fire-clay plant which manu- 
factures brick, pottery, tiling, sewer pipes, crucibles, scorifiers, 
muffles, and almost everything requiring a fine grade of fire- 
clay. Socorro is also the center of a large wholésale trade in 
general merchandise. The plant of the Rio Grande Smelter is 
located about two miles from the School of Mines, or the heart 
of the city, and when running at full و‎ employs from 
300 to 350 men. 

The pure air and water, cool mornings and evenings, high 
elevation and absolute freedom from malarial influence are some 
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. of the climatic conditions with which Socorro is favored, and 
which are essential for thorough and systematic study. Living 
expenses here are as low as at any other city in the West. 
While some of the schools of mines of the East charge $200 or 
more per year for tuition, this institution will offer tuition in all 
of its departments absolutely free, and will only charge its 
students a nomimal matriculation and for materials consumed. 
Considering the excellent laboratory facilities, the able and ex- 
perienced professors, and the unsurpassed location for practical 
and original work, it is doubtful whether any other school of 
mines in the country can offer to its students, at as small ex- 
pense, so great a range of influences that conspire to make suc- 
cessful and enterprising scientific men. 

The New Mexico School of Mines enjoys the natural advan- 
tage of being located in the midst of a region peculiarly rich in 
minerals of nearly all kinds, and is within easy reach of the 
most varied geological conditions, all of which aré within a 
radius of twenty miles of Socorro. Almost the entire geolog- 
ical column, from the precious metal bearing formations of the 
Archean to the coal beds of the Tertiary, is here exposed. 
The silver and lead mines'in the Socorro mountains and mines 
of fire-clay, building stone, etc., are being-operated within sight 
of the laboratory, while the Rio Grande Smelter, one. of the 
largest silver-lead smelters in the world, reducing 200 tons or 
more of ore daily into bullion, is within plain view of the school. 
The industrial processes connected with mining and metallurgy 


may be seen also at Magdalena, Kelly, San Pedro, Hillsborough, - 


Kingston, Lake Valley, Cook's Peak, Georgetown, Silver City, 
Pinos Altos, Los Cerillos, Gallup, Carthage and elsewhere with- 
in easy reach of the school. These illustrate the most modern 
methods of mining, milling, ore dressing, concentrating, smelt- 
ing, lixiviation, chlorination, etc., as well as the native Mexican 
methods, which are worthy of careful study, since the like can- 
not be seen elsewhere in the United States. 

The grounds immediately adjacent to the School of Mines 


include irrigable land, plateaus and mountain formations, all 
6 e 
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affording an excellent field for practice in surveying, laying out 
railroads and irrigating canals, topography, mine engineering 
and geology, so that students can be prepared at the very doors 
of the school in those branches which usually require tedious 
excursions from eastern schools of mines. 


MILITARY INSTITUTE. 


The last Legislative Assembly passed an act declaring “that 
the Goss Military Institute, located at Roswell, Chaves county, | 
"New Mexico, be and the same shall hereafter constitute one of . 
the educational institutions of this Territory, to be known as 
the ‘New Mexico Military Institute.’ ” 

The Goss Military Institute, originally established at Ros- 
well, has been removed to Albuquerque, where it was opened 
on the first of October, 1893. Property to the value of $25,- 
000 has been secured for the institute and it will in time prove 
to be one of the most important and attractive institutions of 
the Territory. 


INSTITUTE FOR THE DEAF, DUMB AND BLIND.. 
SANTA FE, Nov. 20, 1893. 


Hon. A. Chaves, Santa Fe, N. M.: 

DEAR SIR:—I take pleasure in writing you a brief account 
of our school for the past year. 

This institute is fully organized by having two new educa- 
tional departments—one for the deaf and the other for the blind. : 
Its first scholastic year commenced last September and the 
outlook for the coming term seems to be more promising than 
ever. | 

The building which I erected and paid for out of my own 
means was sold, with the six acres of land attached to it, to the 
Territory for the use of the institute. During the last summer 
substantial improvements were made about the building, and 
also needful desks, beds and other things for various uses, were 
secured for this institution, thus affording an excellent, com- 
fortable and pleasant, homelike boarding school of learning. 
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The enrollment of deaf pupils in this year's attendance is 9, 
8 from Santa Fe county, 3 from Mora county, 1 from Grant 
county and 2 from Rio Arriba county. There are 6 blind 
youths in present attendance, 2 from Santa Fe county, 2 from - 
Taos county and 2 from Rio Arriba county. More blind chil- 
dren are expected to come soon, — > 

The Santa Fe Daily New Mexican has something to say for 
worthy aid in regard to the afflicted classes, and it reads as 
follows: ' ? 

It is certain that an education is as fully necessary and im- 
portant for the afflicted as for the hearing and seeing brethren, 
as such people are a great burden to the public, depending on 
charity, and do not know how to work well for themselves in- 
dependently. It is a terrible physical affliction to be deaf or 
blind, but the afflicted people can be made better and happier 
after receiving an edüeation. Many deaf or blind children in 
the Territory never attend school and do not secure the advan- 
tages which are due them because their parents are very poor and. 
unable to clothe them or to pay their transportation to school. 
Supt. Larson is of the opinion that the counties in which they 
reside should aid them in this way, as is done in many.coun- 
ties of the States. For this reason the attendance at this 
school has been small for past years." 

Last May 400 circulars were sent out to the directors and 
teachers of public schools in all the counties asking for names 
and ages of all deaf or blind persons of school áge residing 
in the Territory. i 


According to their replies received to date the result is as 
follows:

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There are none of this class of unfortunates, according to the 
replies, in Dofia Ana, Sierra, Eddy, and Chaves counties. 


Some among both classes are feeble-minded and not fit to be 
admitted to the institution, and others are too young and not ~ 
sufficiently developed yet to enter school, while many others hav- ' 
ing sound minds and good health are unable to come here to 
‘be educated because their parents are not able to clothe them - 
nor to pay their traveling expenses.

The usual course of common school study has been pursued 
with good success here, all doing well. I had the pleasure of 
attending the Congresses of Instructors of the Deaf and the 
Blind, held in the city of Chicago last July, and then returned 
to this work with a better and wider knowledge of new methods 
' of teaching the afflicted.

The school law requires that the. adopted text-books, and no 
other, shall be used for the next four years, beginning Septem- 
ber 1, 1891. It requires that the publishers furnishing these 


* 
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books shall consign them to the Territory to be paid for month- 
Ty as sold. It requires that the. Territorial Superintendent shall 
keep a supply of these books on hand and sell them to anybody 
for cost and carriage, with 5 per cent. added to cover expense. 
Those who send to the Superintendent must pay the postage or 
express charges themselves. In order to secure these exceed- 
ingly low prices, it is also required that the books shall be sold 
for cash exclusively. Inasmuch as those who send to the Super- 
' intendent for books must pay their own cost of carriage, it was 
thought by the board of education that it would be about 
equitable to allow local dealers who feel disposed to keep these 
books to make their own arrangements with the publishers 


and add 25 per cent. to the cost to cover freight and their . 


profit for handling. 


HOW TO GET THE BOOKS. 


Whenever it is possible, the books should be obtained from 
the local dealers. If the books are not to be had in your town, 
get your school together, see how many books of each kind you 
will need, have pupils bring the money needed. to buy them, 
and send to Amado Chaves, Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, Santa Fe, N. M., and he will pack and ship the books to 
you. If they are to go by mail, you must remit at the prices 
marked in the mailing column. Remember he cannot send any 
books except for the money in hand. 


SUPPLEMENTARY BOOKS. 


These books can only be used whenever it may be so ordered 
by the board of school directors, after having obtained the con- 
sent of the parents of the children who are to use the books, 
Ip the event of the books being supplied to the children from 
public funds by the county, the consent of the parents will not 
be necessary. ,
